A legal meeting of the Town of East Bridgewater was held at the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School, 435 
Central St. on November 7, 2006 under a Warrant issued by the Selectmen and dated October 3, 2006 to 
bring in their votes for the State Election. The polls were open from 7:00 A.M. to 8:00 P.M. 


Ballot boxes were inspected by the Warden and Clerk of each precinct and found to be empty and 
tabulators registered at zero. Instruction and penalty cards were posted according to law, as were 
specimen ballots. The keys to the ballot boxes were given to the police officer on duty. 


The following were sworn to faithful performance of their duties by Town Clerk, Marcia Weidenfeller: 
Precinct | —- Warden, Marilyn Livingston (D), Clerk, Patricia McElroy (U), Steven Belcher (R), Richard Allen

The results of the election could not be certified until November 17, 2006. The delay of certification was 
due to the requirement that overseas ballots could be received ten (10) days after the election. In order 
for the overseas ballots to be counted, they needed to be post marked on or before the election date of 
November 7, 2006 and received by November 17, 2006. The number of overseas ballots received was zero 
(0). Four provisional ballots had been voted and zero (0) were validated. The official results were certified 
on November 22, 2006. All results were mailed to the Secretary of State on this date. 


There were a total of Five thousand seventy-nine (5,079) ballots cast. Included in this total were one 
hundred ninety-four (194) absentee ballots, forty-two (42) in Pre I, forty-one (41) in Pre Il, fifty-two (52) in 
Pre Ill, fifty-nine (59) in Pre IV. The number of total eligible voters at that time was eight thousand one 
hundred eighty (8,180). A total of 62% of the voters participated in the election. 
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Throughout the day the warden, clerk and police officer on duty emptied the ballot boxes. The ballots 
were placed in a plastic case and according to MA General Laws were in full view of the voters.

Any variance, variances, or Special Permits previously issued by the Board of 
Appeals relating to the location of the original structure shall also apply to the location of 
the new structure. :

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater, 


The Board of Selectmen is proud to serve its’ citizens. We are pleased to report on the Boards 
actions and accomplishments for the year of 2006. 


As we reflect upon another year’s passing, it is with sadness that we said good-bye to some friends 
. and long-time residents, including the tragic loss of 12 year old Ryan Carmichael. We also 
welcomed many new families to our community. 


This year saw many important events and some historic changes to our community. Most 
notably, we saw the implementation of the DPW, which was voted by our citizens by a large 
majority at town meeting. East Bridgewater native, John Haines, signed a contract with the Board 
to take on the role of our first DPW director. We wish Mr. Haines success in his new position. 


Board of Selectman member David Walsh won his bid for re-election in a lively four candidate 
race, and the townspeople had an opportunity to answer non-binding questions regarding 
wastewater resolutions through town sewerage. The Wastewater Study Committee continues to 
work on possible solutions. 


The Board of Selectmen continued their work with the Phase II Brownfield Assessment Grant and 
subsequent review and evaluation of the properties involved for clean up and possible re-use 
options. 


Throughout the budget process, the Board of Selectmen worked closely with the financial team 
and department heads to continue with a long-term plan of sound fiscal management, which 
resulted in another balanced budget. 


The Board of Selectmen, along with other department heads and committee members, participated 
in the NIMS training, which was run by Deputy Fire Chief, Robert Fairburn. These trainings help to 
ensure that our leadership team is well prepared in the event of emergencies. 


Sachem Rock Farm hosted many wonderful events again this year, including the Civil War Re- 
Enactment in celebration of Calvin Harlow Day, the 350" Anniversary of the Siete s land 
purchase, and the annual Fall Festival. 


The Board was pleased to announce the establishment of a nine member Recreation Commission. 
We welcome the new commission members and wish them all the best in providing for the various 
recreational needs of our community members of all ages. 


Our town embraced many fundraising events by local groups including the Sports Parents Annual 
Road Race, The Support Our Troops Walk, The Skylur J. Spagone Walk and the Torrie Snelgrove

The Board 
thanks Mr. Hastings for his many years of service and commitment to the children of East 
Bridgewater. A new member, Robert Condon, was welcomed after a joint appointment by the 
School Committee and Board of Selectmen. We wish Mr. Condon success in his new duties. 


Our Board members were pleased to attend a grand opening ceremony for the modular 
classrooms at Central School, which were completed over the summer, and offer a superb 
learning space to our pre-school and kindergarten students.

Working in close collaboration with the Capital Improvements Committee, the Board focused on 
long term planning for infrastructural needs, by unveiling a concept for securing a stable revenue 
source. This plan involved the creation of a Capital Stabilization Fund and a new town By-Law. A 
special town meeting will offer residents the opportunity to vote on these articles. 


After ten years of service to our community, State Representative Kathleen Teahan opted not to © 
seek re-election. We wish Representative Teahan well in her retirement and thank her for her years 
of service to our community. 


After a spirited campaign, we congratulated hometown son Allen McCarthy for his win as our new 
State Representative. We wish Mr. McCarthy success in his new role on Beacon Hill. 


East Bridgewater hosted the Tri-town Veteran’s Day Parade this year, a wonderful tribute to our 
men and women in uniform, with what was the largest turnout in many years, bolstered by 
incredibly warm weather.

Office Hours: Monday 8:30 a.m. - 8:00 p.m., Tuesday through Thursday 8:30 a.m. - 4:30 p.m., 
Friday 8:30 a.m. — noon. 


From January 2006 to December 2006 the Board issued 109 Disposal Works Construction 
Permits of which 25 were new construction and 84 were repairs. . 


The Title V Betterment Program continues to be very successful. In 2006 the Board lent out it’s 
eighth round of $400,000.00 to residents for septic system repairs. The Board secured a vote at Town 
Meeting approving a ninth round of $400,000.00. Anyone interested in applying to the Loan Program can 
pick up a copy of the Homeowners Package at the Board of Health during regular business hours. The 
loan is available to any resident with a failing system that is not selling the residence. 


In 2006 the Board of Health licensed 50 Food Service Establishments. All establishments are 
required to have a minimum of one employee who is Serve Safe Certified. To assist with this requirement, 
the Board offered a Serve Safe Certification Course in October with the assistance of Arthur Bloomquist, 
Serve Safe Instructor. We had a great turn-out and each of our attendees has received their certificate. 
Each establishment is inspected bi-annually by Robert Philbrick to ensure compliance with state and local 
regulations. 


The Rabies Clinic held in April was one of the most successful to date. The clinic is offered 
through the Board of Health in conjunction with the State Rabies Awareness Day in early April. The 
vaccine is available and recommended for both dogs and cats. Thank you to the Secret Garden for 


hosting the event. 


This years Flu Clinic was conducted in accordance with a portion of the Towns Emergency 
Management Plan recently approved by the State. The clinic was held at the High School, which is the 


i") 


town’s primary dispensing site. The clinic proved to be very successful with over 200 residents receiving 
their flu shot. The Board would like to thank Doreen Zeller for all of her hard work and the many 
volunteers that made the clinic a success. 


EEE and West Nile Virus continue to be a growing concern for the Board of Health. The Board 
took a proactive approach this past summer securing funding for mosquito related health emergencies 
and installing 10 bat houses throughout town to assist in a long-term mosquito control solution. Thank 
you to Atlantic Pest Control and Whitmore’s Yard Care for your help and expertise. 


. Our Health Agent, Robert Philbrick continues to ensure compliance of all State and Local Codes 
for Title V Regulations as well as the Minimum Standards of Fitness for Human Habitation (State Sanitary 
Code) 


Our Board of Health Nurse, Doreen Zeller is available on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday ona 
part-time basis at the Board of Health Office for Blood Sugar Screenings, Blood Pressure Checks, TB 
Testing, Flu Shots, MMR, DPT and the Hepatitis B Series. Residents can call to schedule an appointment.

REPORT OF THE PARTNERS HOME CARE, INC. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 
On behalf of Partners Home Care, Inc. we are pleased to submit our annual report for 2006. 


Partners Home Care, a non-profit Medicare certified agency, serves East Bridgewater residents, offering 
skilled nursing; physical, occupational, and speech therapy services; medical social work; nutrition 
counseling; and home health aide assistance. Partners Home Care, Inc. meets the highest standards of 
excellence fulfilling the mission of providing quality home health care to those in need. 


In addition to providing home health services, Partners Home Care, Inc. offers many community health 
services including wellness programs, immunization programs, health promotion screenings, nutrition 
seminars, caregivers support groups and health education seminars. 


Highlights of public health activities for 2006 include: increased communicable disease surveillance, 
successful flu/pneumonia immunizations; adult and pediatric immunization clinics for the community; TB 
tests and readings; blood pressure clinics; glucose screenings; weekly office hours and monthly health 
clinics whereby residents may obtain health screening and-counseling. PHC also serves as a depot for 
state-distributed vaccine. Community health programs were presented this year, including: East 
Bridgewater COA Safety and Wellness Fair, YMCA Senior Day with blood pressure screening and health 
counseling; provision of a babysitting training course. The PHC public health nurse represents the East 
Bridgewater Board of Health at Mass DPH Immunization Update, MA DPH TB Update, MA DPH Infectious 
Disease Update, Surveillance, Reporting Control; HIPPA Trained; and maintains current CDC Emergency 
Preparedness/Bioterrorism information as a resource to the community inclusive of attending MA DPH 
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conference on “Be prepared for The Pandemic Flu” and attending a pandemic flu table top exercise. 
Confidential communicable disease surveillance as mandated by the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health is conducted on a regular basis. 


Ongoing communication regarding public health activities and initiatives continues with the Board of 
Health, the public schools and town agencies and departments. The following is a summary of the 
activities:

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REPORT OF PLYMOUTH COUNTY MOSQUITO CONTROL PROJECT 


The Commissioners of the prymolth County Mosquito Control proiecta are pleased to submit the following 
report of our activities during 2006. 


The Project is a special district created by the State Legislature in 1957, and is now composed of 
all Plymouth County towns, the City of Brockton, and the Town of Cohasset in Norfolk County. The 
Project is a regional response to a regional problem, and provides a way of organizing specialized 
equipment, specially trained employees, and mosquito control professionals into a single agency with a 
broad geographical area of responsibility. 


The 2006 season began with a normal water table until record May precipitation produced large 
numbers of spring and summer brood mosquitoes throughout the County. Efforts were directed at larval 
mosquitoes starting with the spring brood. Ground and aerial larviciding was accomplished using B.t.i., 
an environmentally selective bacterial agent. Upon emergence of the spring brood of mosquitoes, ultra- 
low volume adulticiding began. The Project responded to 13,708 requests for service from residents. 


In response to the elevated threat of mosquito borne diseases in the district, we increased our 
trapping, aerial and ground larviciding, and adult spray in areas of concern to protect public health. 


Eastern Equine Encephalitis virus was first isolated from Culiseta melanura, a bird biting species, 
by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health in Kingston on July 17, 2006. Of the season’s total of 
one hundred fifty seven EEE isolates, fifty four were from Plymouth County as follows: Bridgewater 
8/1(2), 8/18, 8/19; Brockton-9/18; Carver- 7/17, 8/2, 8/6, 8/21 (2)m 8/22, 10/2; Cohasset — 8/25; East 
Bridgewater — 8/9; Halifax — 8/2 (2)m 8/7, 8/10, 8/16, 8/21, 8/31 (3)l Hanover — 9/18; Hingham — 9/12; 
Kingston — 8/7 (2), 8/10 (2)m 8/21, 8/22, 9/25; Lakeville — 7/25 7/26 (2), 8/2, 8/6 (4), 8/22; Marshfield — 8/31; 
Mattapoisett — 8/10; Middleboro — 8/1; Pembroke — 8/16; Pembroke — 8/16; Plympton 7/31, 8/16 (2), 8/28, 
8/30; Rochester — 9/6; Rockland — 8/14 and Scituate — 9/12. Five human cases of EEE were confirmed 
statewide with cases reported in Lakeville and Middleboro. Three horses were diagnosed with EEE in 
Plymouth County (Lakeville, Middleboro and Pembroke). A Llama from Scituate was also tested positive 
for EEE. 


Analysis of risk indicators in Southeastern Massachusetts were showing that the risk of human 
EEE infection was at a critical level. This precipitated aerial spraying at dusk on August 8"" of 
approximately 159,000 acres and an expanded aerial spray zone of approximately 425,000 acres between 
August 22™4 and 24th which included a great portion of Plymouth County. We normally end our spray 
season on Labor Day. This year we suspended our ULV ground spray season September 30. Based on 
guidelines defined by the “Vector Control Plan to Prevent EEE” in Massachusetts, Southeastern 
Massachusetts will be at a “moderate level of EEE risk” beginning the 2007 season. 


We are pleased to report that in 2006 there were no human or horse West Nile Virus cases in 
Plymouth County. A total of five birds tested positive for the West Nile Virus in the following three towns: 
Bridgewater (3), Brockton (1), and Pembroke (1). A total of six isolations of West Nile Virus in mosquitoes 
were found in the following towns: Bridgewater (8/22), Carver (8/21), Halifax (8/30), Kingston (9/19), 
Pembroke (8/6), and Plympton (8/30), 


The recurring problem of EEE and WNV continues to ensure cooperation between the Plymouth 
County Mosquito Control Project, local Boards of Health and the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health. In an effort to keep the public informed, EEE and WNV activity updates are regularly posted on 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health website at www.state.ma.us/dph/wnv/wnv1.htm. 


The figures specific to the Town of East Bridgewater are given below. While mosquitoes do not respect 


town lines the information given below does provide a tally of the activities which have had the greatest 
impact on the health and comfort of East Bridgewater residents. 
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Insecticide Application. 6,301 acres were treated using truck mounted sprayers for control of 
adult mosquitoes. More than one application was made to the same site if mosquitoes reinvaded the 
area. The first treatments were made in June and the last in September. 


Aerial Application. Larviciding woodland swamps by helicopter before the leaves come out on the trees 
continues to be very effective. In East Bridgewater this year we aerially larvicided 404 acres. 


Our greatest effort has been targeted at mosquitoes in the larval stage, which can be found in 
woodland pools, swamps, marshes and other standing water areas. Inspectors continually gather data on 
these sites and treat with highly specific larvicides when immature mosquitoes are present. 


Water Management. During 2006 crews removed blockages, brush and other obstructions from 
2,680 linear feet of ditches and streams to prevent overflows or stagnation that can result in mosquito 
breeding. This work, together with machine reclamation, is most often carried out in the fall and winter. 


____- Finally, we have been tracking response time, which is the time between notice of a mosquito 
problem and response by one of our inspectors. The complaint response time in the Town of East 
Bridgewater was less than two days with more than 474 complaints answered. 


Mosquito Survey. A systematic sampling for the mosquitoes in East Bridgewater indicates that 
Aedes vexans was the most abundant species. Other important species collected include Cq. perturbans 
and Cx. species.

The Planning/Building Department staff consists of Robert E. Lundberg, Building Inspector; Edward M. 
Gardner, Assistant Building Inspector; M. Marcia Anapolsky, Administrative Assistant and Dorothy L. 
Simpson, Principle Clerk. 


The function of the Planning/Building Department is to receive applications and plans for new 
subdivisions, oversee the construction of buildings and installation of their utilities, and to determine 
Zoning requirements for these projects. To assist local residents and potential residents with any 
questions they may have concerning a particular piece of property. Also each property is assigned its 
legal address, a folder is created for the street file and fifteen (15) agencies and departments are notified 
of the new lot and street address. 


In 2006 this department issued 1,238 permits consisting of the following:

401 Wiring Permits 
171 Gas Permits 


56 of the building permits were issued for new dwellings, 27 of those permits were for homes in one of the 
55 Plus Communities.

Permits were issued to holders of valid journeyman and master plumbing and gas fitter license only, as 
dictated by the Mass Code. 


This year there have been 238 plumbing permits and 171 gas permits issued. These permits generated a 
total of $27,036.00 in fees collected.

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REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON AGING 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater 


Just as the demographic experts have predicted, the number of older adults in East Bridgewater 
continues to climb. The Council on Aging is committed to providing the programs and services that are 
needed now and will be needed in the future to allow our older citizens to continue to lead healthy, active 
and independent lives. One of the primary missions of the Council on Aging is to provide information and 
refer people to the agencies that can meet their needs. While many people are aware that the council 
serves the frail elderly with programs like Meals on Wheels, they may not know that there are programs 
and information available for a much wider age range of “older adults." These issues include but are not 
limited to healthcare and insurance; retirement, financial and estate planning; tax abatements and 
caretaker support. 


Our client services coordinator, Nancy Hill, is a certified S.H.I.N.E. (Serving Health Insurance Needs of the 
Elderly) Counselor. She has helped many older and disabled adults navigate the Medicare/Medicaid/ 
Private Insurance system so they can make informed decisions. Having a S.H.I.N.E. counselor on staff is 
invaluable, because choosing medical and prescription insurance is one of the most important decisions 
that has to be made. We encourage people to learn as much as possible about the system well before 
they turn 65, particularly if they are not eligible for insurance through a past or present employer. 


Christine White, our activities coordinator, does a wonderful job of planning social activities and 
presentations for our older adults. The social networks we all take for granted when we are younger often 
change quickly or even disappear as we age. Making and maintaining friendships and staying active help 
older people stay well. The Council on Aging has an important role to play in providing those 
opportunities. Chris also writes and edits the Council on Aging newsletter, which keeps every household 
with a member over 60 informed about our programs and services. The staff continues to work closely 
with other local and state agencies to provide emergency assistance for residents of any age, including 
fuel assistance and food stamp applications. 


Dial-a-Bat still provides all our transportation to individual appointments, but more people are using our 
own van for shopping and trips. Our drivers, Jerry LaPierre and John Kaiser, not only provide service 
with a smile, they also give many more hours to the town's older people than is evident in their paychecks 


The Council on Aging has expanded its focus on caretaker support. This year in cooperation with Old 
Colony Elderly Services, we began a caretaker support group that is open to anyone who is the primary 
caretaker for an older or disabled adult. Through monthly meetings, we are able to provide caretakers 
with information about the specific questions they face regarding adult day health, healthcare and 
homemaking options; respite care; assisted living and other living arrangements; as well as financial and 
legal options. 


Emergency planning is receiving more emphasis, locally and nationally. Our TRIAD-S.A.L.T. Council, 
thanks to the East Bridgewater Commercial Club, sponsored a breakfast this year, featuring speakers who 
addressed not only what the town is doing in terms of emergency planning, but also how individuals can 
prepare for emergencies of all types. The Commercial Club also played a major role in the annual Holiday 
Dinner, the Volunteer Reception and the Seniors Prom, an annual event sponsored by the East 
Bridgewater Key Club. The S.A.L.T. Council held its second annual Safety and Wellness Fair in 2006. 
More than 100 people took advantage of the chance to talk to law enforcement, government officials, non- 
profit agencies and businesses about topics of interest to older adults. Thank you to the Plymouth County 
Sheriff's Department and District Attorney's Office, the Standish Sportsman's Club for the use of its 
facility; and to Mr. Gene Ortenzi, a major benefactor to the Council on Aging, for providing the lunch. 
Many local businesses provided raffle gifts for our TRIAD activities.

The Senior Center Building Committee 
is continuing to seek a solution to that problem. ; 


We are grateful to the East Bridgewater Police and Fire Departments, the Department of Public Works, the 
Assessing and Veterans Departments, the Town Clerk, the Board of Health, and the East Bridgewater 
Public Schools for all the help they provide during the year. We also thank the Massachusetts 

Executive Office of Elder Affairs; Old Colony Elderly Services, East Bridgewater Friends of Seniors; Viking 
Recreation Center; East Bridgewater Public Health Nursing Association; Home Instead of Whitman, First 
Parish Unitarian Church; St. John's Church; East Bridgewater Emergency Food Pantry; the Kiwanis Club; 
the Salvation Army; Junior Girl Scout Troop #703, Cub Scout Pack 28 and their respective leaders, Bobby 
Resendes and Lorraine Cullivan, and Mr. Bedford Wheaton, who volunteers every year to prepare taxes 
for those on limited incomes. The Lions Club and Standish Sportsman's Club, once again, invited seniors 
to their very popular annual summer barbeques. Thank you also to student Laura Mitchell, who worked in 
our office through the East Bridgewater High School Reachout Program. Anonymous donors and the 
townwide “Coins for the Community" effort provide us with funds to help residents during emergencies 


Twenty-four volunteers delivered more than 6,000 Meals on Wheels in 2006. Other volunteers answer the 
phones, prepare our newsletters for mailing and help with social events. We truly could not do what we 
do without the help of our dedicated volunteers. 


The Council on Aging encourages seniors and other interested citizens to visit the Council on Aging 
office.

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REPORT OF SELF HELP, INC. 


During the program year ending September 30, 2006 Self Help, Inc., received a total funding of 
approximately $21M and provided direct services to 23,977 limited income households in the area. 


In the TOWN OF EAST BRIDGEWATER Self Help, Inc. provided services totaling $289,060 to 436 
households during program year 2006. 


Self Help's total funding of $21,006,167 does not tell the real value of services delivered to the area as a 

whole. This funding enabled us to mobilize an additional $1,370,659 of other community resources such 

as, volunteers, donations of space, and private donations in the form of goods and services. Therefore, 
the total impact of Self Help, Inc., during the past program year was $22,346,826. 


In addition, Self Help currently employs 250 individuals. Many of these individuals are of limited income, 
and most reside in our service area. 


We feel that October 1, 2005 through September 30, 2006 was a successful program year for us because 
we were able to assist as many individuals and/or families as we did, regardless of the challenges of 
being a human service provider. 


We thank the Town of East Bridgewater and its representatives to our board, Mr. Charles Baker and Ms. 
Theresa McNulty, and all the volunteers for helping us to make fiscal year 2006 a successful one.

Dept. of Fish and Game Public Access Board, in conjunction with the Conservation 
Commission, began work on a public parking area for the canoe launch on Pond Street adjacent to 
Robin’s Pond in late 2006. 


The Commission appointed Susan Mulloy to the new part-time position of Conservation Agent.

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REPORT OF THE SACHEM ROCK FARM COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Over the last year, The Sachem Rock Farm Committee has continued to oversee the use of The Sachem 
Rock Farm and has worked on plans for its future. 


Because the Farm is enjoyed daily by many East Bridgewater and area citizens who walk the trails on the 
property, the Committee approved a project to mark and improve the trails. This was completed by a local 
Eagle Scout candidate. The Committee also commissioned and installed a weatherproof pictorial 
sign/map of the property. with brochures for hikers and walkers. The sign was funded by the 
Massachusetts Cultural Council through the East Bridgewater Arts Council. 


Last year saw the commemoration of the 350" anniversary of the purchase of the property. The land for 
East Bridgewater and the surrounding area was purchased by Myles Standish and the Pilgrims from 
Massasoit and the Native People on March 23, 1649. A day of events was scheduled at the Farm by the 
Historical Commission. 


Prior to this event, the East Bridgewater Department of Public Works and a number of volunteers from 
The Sachem Rock Farm Committee, The Garden Club, The Friends of Sachem Rock Farm and the 
community at large worked diligently to clear the Rock area of brush and weeds. 


Other outdoor events at the Farm during the year included the Civil War encampment for Calvin Harlow 
Day, the Garden Club Plant Sale, the Rockland Lions Club “VIP Party” for the handicapped and the 
Friends’ annual Fall Festival. 


The optimization of the Farm’s assets continues to be our greatest challenge. Time has taken its toll on 
the house and barn and repair and updating are needed to make the buildings useful. The recent interest 
in the Sachem Rock Farm as the potential site of a new Senior/Community Center is exciting. We look 
forward to having the town embrace the site and give it new life as a home for our Seniors and other 
community events.

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REPORT OF THE SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 
_ Eric Greene, School Committee Member 


The Southeastern Regional School District offers twenty vocational/technical training programs at its high 
school and five post-secondary programs at its Technical Institute. Southeastern added the 
Environmental Technology program this year. Environmental Technology helps meet the rising need for 
people trained in this career field. On October 1, 2006, 1202 students were enrolled in the high school and 
405 students were enrolled in the Technical Institute. East Bridgewater had 77 students enrolled in 
Southeastern. - 


Southeastern Regional is affiliated with the Southern Regional Education Board (SREB) to develop ways 
to improve the delivery of vocational-technical education to our students. The SREB and their High 
Schools That Work (HSTW) program is a nationally-recognized school reform network. Much of the 
improvements of Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment System (MCAS) scores, including 
increased promotion, retention and graduation rates for Southeastern students, are the result of 
improvements that were initiated through the HSTW program. The teacher-led HSTW team developed an 
action plan for the next three years focusing on reading, writing, and mathematics and an 
Advisor/Advisee program for incoming students. Teachers and administrators from Southeastern 
Regional shared their successes through presentations at the HSTW national conference this year. 


Southeastern has raised its graduation requirements. Students must pass every course every year to 
graduate. Spanish and chemistry were added as academic offerings this year to meet college entrance 
requirements. 


MY TURN, a private non-profit organization, continues to provide students with school-to-career and 
college placement activities. 


Southeastern Regional graduated 254 students, the highest number of graduates in the past ten years. 
Students from the Class of 2006 were required to pass the Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment 
System (MCAS) test for graduation. Ninety-seven percent of the class received diplomas after meeting 
this requirement. Placement records indicate that 96.7% of the Class of 2006 were placed in full-time jobs 
or had elected to pursue post-secondary education. 


Program Advisory Committees met in November to discuss and provide recommendations and feedback 
regarding the Department of Education Certification of Occupational Proficiency (COP). The COP will 
provide a framework for vocational technical curriculum throughout the commonwealth and will develop 
instruments to assess the skill attainment of students. Similar to the Massachusetts Comprehensive 
Assessment System (MCAS) test for academic programs, the COP will begin to standardize vocational 
technical education in Massachusetts. These committees, made up of industry representatives, parents, 
and students met again in May to discuss their conclusions and make recommendations to the 
Southeastern Regional School District Committee. These recommendations are the basis for the 
continuing improvement of programs at Southeastern. ) 


The Southeastern Technical Institute continues to operate five full-time day programs: Licensed Practical 
Nursing, Medical Assisting, Administrative Office Technology, Dental Assisting and Heating, Ventilation 
and Air Conditioning (HVAC). The Technical Institute works closely with the business community to 
assure students’ skills match the skills required by employers. The strongest labor market demand in this 
area continues to be in the healthcare field. 


The Evening School has classes scheduled Monday through Thursday. We continue to recruit new 
evening school teachers and look for new programs. Classes range from one-night seminars to two and 
three-night per week courses. Special computer courses for seniors are also offered. The Technical 
Institute is interested in offering additional customized training programs to business and industry. |

As the 4" Anniversary of the war in Afghanistan and Iraq approaches we pray for the safe return of our 
Troops. Freedom is a gift that comes at a cost and must always be cherished and protected. Compiling 
the list of Deceased Veterans to be remembered on Memorial Day 2007 we recall the sacrifices made by all 
our brave military personnel. 


On August 14, 2006 Governor Romney signed the Representative Edward G. Connolly Massachusetts 
MERIT TAX BILL increasing all categories of Veterans Real Estate Tax Exemptions. We continue getting 
information out on new benefits and changes affecting Veterans and their dependents and provide 
assistance in obtaining and stopping these benefits from the Dept. of Veterans’ Affairs and the 
Commonwealth of Mass.

On April 13, 2006 Governor Mitt Romney signed legislation naming the bridge in Elmwood on Route 18 in 
memory of Army Cpl Gordon M. Craig who gave his life to save 4 fellow soldiers in Korea in 1950. Cpl 
Craig was posthumously awarded the Congressional Medal of Honor the nation’s highest military honor. 
The dedication of the Cp! Gordon M. Craig Bridge was held on Monday, May 29, 2006. A bridge near his 
home will now bear his name and the Medal of Honor Seal. The Board of Selectmen proclaimed Monday 
May 29, 2006 Gordon M. Craig Day in East Bridgewater. 


Last year a Flag Retirement Box became available for Residents to drop off their faded, torn and tattered 
American Flags . The Flag Retirement Box is located in the Main Entrance of Town Hall. The flags will be 
stored until they are “Retired” with dignity during the Annual Flag Day Retirement Ceremony held on the 
Town Common in June each year. We wish to express our thanks to James Weidenfeller and George 
Redgate for building and decorating this box for the Residents of East Bridgewater. 


- Again this year I'd like to thank my Administrative Assistant Martha Redgate for providing competent daily 
support to our veterans and their dependents as well as overseeing the daily operation of the Veterans’ 
Service Office. Mrs. Redgate attends seminars and conferences in order to keep abreast of changes in 
benefits and new legislation for veterans and their dependents thereby enabling us to continue providing 
outstanding service to them.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Due to enacted changes under Chapter 59 of the Massachusetts General Laws, Assessors are now required to 
value all property in their community at full and fair market value annually. Market value for residential is 
determined by using comparable sales from the preceding year as of the first of January. 


Since the town has adopted quarterly billing along with the provisions of Chapter 653 of the Massachusetts 
General Laws, all new construction is valued through June 30", of each year. 


In fiscal year ’06, with housing stock still strong, East Bridgewater experienced a 5% decrease in the number of 
properties being transferred when compared with fiscal year 05. A number of for-sale properties are taking 
longer to sell, which is usually the first indication of a possible market adjustment. Assessors will continue to 
follow and identify trends and analyze market data to ensure that assessed values reflect changes occurring 
within the market. When values are completed, the tax rate is set. The Bureau of Accounts must approve the tax 
rate prior to sending out tax bills. 


The BOA voted unanimously to accept the provisions of Chapter 73 Section 4 of the Acts of 1986 as amended by. 
Chapter 126 of the Acts of 1988, authorizing an increase of 50% for Property Tax Exemptions. 


The Board would like to acknowledge the Director of Assessing Cheryl Pooler for her professionalism along with 
the office staff consisting of Sherrie Bates, Karen Bell and Marilyn Klim. 


Lastly, the Board of Assessors invites any citizen to contact the office at (508) 378-1609 if they have any 


questions concerning their property assessments or how revaluation works. There are publications on tax 
exemptions and abatements the office can provide.

Report of the Director of Public Works 
The Honorable Board of Selectmen 


Change does not always come easy, but looking back at the accomplishments of the Department of 
Public Works over the last twelve months | do not think that anyone could dispute, the change has done 
us good. As the community has changed over the last few years, So has the demand put on the 
community’s services. The DPW structure has allowed us to more efficiently and effectively meet those 
demands. The team that has been assembled to lead the DPW forward is working with a focus, to build 
an organization that will provide for the needs of the community long into the future. Although often 
challenging, it has been an incredibly rewarding experience for me to be a part of building our Department 
of Public Works. As is evident by the list of accomplishments provided within each division we are 
already seeing the results of change. 

This year the Highway and Grounds Superintendent Robert Kenn has overseen repaving of approximately 
6000 feet of Central Street and 8000 feet of the Robbins pond area roads. The department resurfaced over 
10,000 feet of roadway on Pond and Cedar streets. The department also repaired 25 drainage structures, 
repaired multiple drainage problems, installed over 300 feet of new guardrail, installed new street signs 
along Central and Plymouth Street and swept over 90 miles of roadway this year. The division is also 
responsible for the care and maintenance of approximately 40 plus acres of municipal grounds. Twenty- 
two hazard trees were removed from our roadsides as well as 139 new trees planted. There were 25 snow 
and ice related events during the winter season that required the mobilization of town equipment to treat 
the streets for ice and 3 of those events developed into snowstorms that required the additional 
mobilization of nearly 40 pieces of equipment the town contracts to assist with clearing the streets. 


The Water division under the direction of Superintendent Scott McCann is aggressively continuing its 
work to fund and construct treatment plants and water main upgrades for the improvement of the water 
quality and public safety issues that have been a source of concern many of the towns residents have 
voiced. The Department has contracted with Stantec Consulting for the design of 2 green sand water 
filtration plants to remove the iron and manganese deposits from the water at the source and the 
replacement of 32,000 feet of cast iron water main. The Water division is also continuing with its ongoing 
programs. These include the surveying and testing of cross connections (backflow devices) throughout 
the town, the corrosion control program, the meter replacement upgrading meters to touch pad and 
ultimately radio read and an aggressive bi-annual hydrant flushing to minimize the iron and manganese 
problem as much as possible until water treatment plants can be put on line. 


In 2006, division personnel responded and repaired 8 major water main breaks and 28 water service 
were repaired or renewed, replaced 5 hydrants and repaired 22 hydrants. The department inspected and 
painted nearly 930 hydrants beginning a program of colorcoding the hydrants for increased fire 
protection. Over 9500 ft of new water main was installed, including the replacement of the Franklin St. 
water main by the state during the reconstruction of Routes 14 & 27. The addition of 35 new service 
hookups to the water system brings us to just over 4200 service connections. 


For the first time in nearly twenty years the town is responsible for the collection and disposal of our solid 
waste. After implementing some significant changes within the solid waste and recycling program, the 
town is seeing dramatic successes within the program. Over the last six months we have seen 
significant reduction in our monthly trash tonnage generated, by nearly 4/3" on a monthly average. This 
change has also resulted in an overall increase in our.recycling rate to over 30%. East Bridgewater 
continues to prove the merit of the Pay As You Throw program benefiting both financially and 
environmentally. 


It has truly been a historic first year for the East Bridgewater Department of Public Works and it has been 
a pleasure to serve the community as the Director of Public Works. A team has been assembled including 
Operations Manager Tom Reynolds, Water Superintendent Scott McCann and Highway & Grounds 
Superintendent Rob Kenn that is posed to move this organization forward. On behalf of the entire staff of 
the DPW, | would like to thank the Board of Selectmen, the Boards and Commissions we work with, and 
the residents of the community for their assistance and support over the last year as we build a 
department that we can all be proud of being a part of. Lastly, | would like to recognize the work and 
dedication of all the men and women that have served the community in theirs respective roles as Parks 
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Commissioners, Water Commissioners, Highway Surveyors and Tree Wardens. Without their efforts we 
would not have had the foundation to build the DPW.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The year 2006 was a busy and productive year for the East Bridgewater Public Library. Staffing and hours 
generally stayed the same, except the library extended its summer Friday open hours from 1-5 p.m. to 9 
a.m.-5 p.m. In fact, during July and August an all-time high of over 10,000 items circulated each month, 
making this the busiest summer ever. Over the entire year, the number of registered borrowers increased 
6%, and average circulation increased 2% over the previous year, topping 100,000 items for the first time 
ever. A new but now familiar sight in the East Bridgewater Public Library is patrons with laptops busy 
accessing the Internet through the library’s wireless system. The library’s three public workstations are 
almost constantly in use by patrons accessing the Internet, or writing papers. Also new this year, patrons 
and staff may now reserve museum passes online, from work or home, with our new Tixkeeper on-line 
pass reservation software. : 


In February 2006, Preservation Consultant, Millie O’Connell, surveyed the building and collections, and 
submitted a thorough report, used by the library to draft a realistic Preservation Plan. The survey was 
funded with federal Library Services and Technology Act (LSTA) funds, administered by the : 
Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners, and additional funds from the East Bridgewater 
Historical Commission. 


The Library Reading Club has been especially successful this year, having gained several new members 
and meeting regularly at the library the last Tuesday of every month. Also, in February 2006, library 
patrons again supported the East Bridgewater Food Pantry by paying overdue fines with food items. In 
March the Sachem Quilters exhibited dozens of colorful and skillfully made quilts in the public library. 
Many local groups made use of the library’s community room for meetings and presentations. 


In the fall of 2006 the Central School Library, joining the public, the high and middle school libraries, went 
live on the SAILS Library network. Now students and teachers at all three libraries have ready access to 
materials in all East Bridgewater libraries as well the seventy plus other SAILS member libraries, through 
shared on-line catalogs and statewide, regional and local delivery of interlibrary loan materials. Also the 
Central School library added one afternoon kindergarten class to an already full schedule of first, second 
and third grade classes for library instruction. In the spring of 2006, both the Central School and the 
Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School hosted Scholastic Book Fairs, providing books for sale to students, 
parents and teachers, and generating extra funds to fulfill needs beyond the usual budget. In September 
2006, the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School welcomed Mary McDevitt as the new school librarian, 
replacing long-term substitute, Rachel Barrett-Habicht. ; 


In 2006 the East Bridgewater High School library students and faculty checked out twice as many items as 

in previous years. In addition to regular class and individual research and instruction, the library offered 
freshman orientation classes, book review and discussion opportunities, and student volunteer 
opportunities through the school’s Reach Out program, and participated in the NEASC accreditation 
review of the school in the spring. The twelve student computers were replaced and areas of the 
collection were inventoried and updated, especially in sciences and fiction. 


The public library welcomed Donna Phillips as the new library associate in main library circulation, 
replacing Fran Ellis. Two teen volunteers, Jenny Berrigan and Christie Almeida, helped out weekly 
behind-the-scenes tasks, and Beverly Fanning continued assisting with book processing. All the libraries 
were served again by several of the town’s senior tax abatement workers. We are grateful for all your 


dedication and generosity.

The Friends of the Library sponsored Wild Edible Plants with John Root in May, and in the fall, a very well 
attended book appraisal program in conjunction with Titcomb’s Bookshop in Sandwich, Massachusetts. 
The Friends of the Library also held spring and fall book sales, both very successful fundraisers. Many 
individuals generously donated books to the library, which were added to the collection or sold at Friends 
book sales. 


This year the library purchased over 50 large print books with funds donated to the library for this 
purpose by Florence Sexton in memory of her husband Edward Sexton. The library is grateful for this 
extremely generous gift. Also, in 2006 the library was awarded $18,329.02 in State Aid to Public Libraries 
funds by the Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners. 


The East Bridgewater Arts Council (EBAC), Mary Coelho, Chair, sponsored the February display of East 
Bridgewater High School student artwork at the library, culminating in the Creative Voice show, with a 
good turnout despite a snowy evening on February 13, 2006. During March and Aprila display of Civil war 
information and artifacts was on display in the Millet Room. Thanks to local resident and civil war re- 
enactor Dale Julius for this exhibit. The display of local Native American artifacts continued in the Millet 
Room, courtesy of the Robbins Archaeology Museum in Middleborough. Artwork and medals of F.D. 
Millet are also on continuous display. 


The East Bridgewater Public Library’s museum pass program continues to be a great success with 
patrons. Discounted admissions are available to the Children’s Museum, Boston, the Children’s Museum 
in Easton, and the Roger Williams Park Zoo, Providence, Rhode Island courtesy of the Friends of the 
Library, and to Plimoth Plantation, Plymouth, courtesy of the Grace Eastman Fund, and to the Museum of 
Science, Boston, the Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, the New England Aquarium, Boston, all courtesy of 
many individual and group donors to the public library. A free pass to Massachusetts State Parks was 
made available for the first time this year by the Massachusetts Department of Conservation and 
Recreation. We extend many thanks to all for supporting these worthy pass programs. 


The Children’s Room is more active than ever with regular and special story times, monthly crafts, 
community outreach, second grade tours, reading clubs and special events and programs. The East 
Bridgewater Savings Bank generously donated $325 to the Children’s Room to purchase a Movie Public 
Performance Site License: since the summer of 2006, the Children’s Room has been able to show first 
rate movies for young adults and children, bringing more young ones and teens into the library. Also 
new this year was a successful series of Spanish Story Hours, with Maureen Holbrook, sponsored by the 
Grace Eastman Fund. 


One hundred eighty-three children signed up to participate in the 2006 summer reading program, What’s 
Buzzin’ at Your Library. Many thanks go to the East Bridgewater Arts Council for sponsoring special 
programs: Diane Edgecomb, Insect Comedy, and Tincknell & Bates, Earth Rhythms: Songs and Stories 
for the Environment; to the Friends of the Library and library trustee, Sandra Ockers and local animal 
owners for making Heifer International Day possible; and to the Museum of Science, Boston for bringing 
the insect program Animal Invaders. The library also thanks local residents Jill Milton, for Dessert 107, 
Laurie Hartrey, for Dance/Yoga Workout and Rene Frye for Scrap Booking 101, and children’s librarian 
Anne Vantran for creating a top-notch summer reading program. 


Thanks also go to the following 2006 donors or donations: the Bridgewaters Rotary Club, $50 for 
children’s books; the Sachem Quilters, $200.00; $25.00 in memory of Idamaye MacNeil Cooksey; the 
Plymouth County Genealogists, $100; the East Bridgewater Garden Club, $300; TOPS #MA360, $100; and 
the East Bridgewater Historical Commission, $500. A donation to the Grace Eastman Fund of $100.00 was 
received from Deirdre Curley. Mrs. Lisa Doucette donated much needed craft materials to the Children’s 
Room. Thanks to the S. Elizabeth O’Brien trust and the Friends of the Library for funding the construction 
of the new sign now gracing the library front yard, keeping townspeople informed of library events. 


The East Bridgewater Savings Bank again provided beautiful glossy photo bookmarks. Thanks also to 
Paul Marini, local landscaper, and library trustee Sandra Ockers for their ongoing work beautifying the 
library grounds. 


The Board of Library Trustees would like to thank all the individuals and organizations that, though not 
named above, have given so generously to the East Bridgewater libraries this past year. Lastly, we would 
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like to convey our unending appreciation to the Friends of the Library for their continuing dedication, 
generosity and support.

REPORT OF THE EAST BRIDGEWATER PATRIOTIC ACTIVITIES COMMITTEE 


To the honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater. | 
The purpose of the Patriotic Activities Committee (EBPAC) is to plan and provide for appropriate Town 
representation and participation for all activities, functions and observations of a patriotic nature. This 
includes planning for and preparation of Town parades, exercises, ceremonies and participation for 
events such as: Decoration Day, Armed Forces Day, Memorial Day, Flag Day, Incorporation Day, 
Independence Day, Veterans Day and others. In addition, the Committee's responsibilities include 
maintenance and provision for all the town's Patriotic displays, including monuments, memorials, 
squares flagpoles and flags. | 


The EBPAC continues to work with other Town committees and local civic groups and service 
organizations to ensure that the Town of East Bridgewater appropriately fulfills its legal and moral 
obligations to the People of our community, state and nation through recognition of those who have 
given of themselves so that our Country could remain Free and achieve greatness for the benefit of all of 
its citizens. 


The following are highlights, enumerating some of the accomplishments of our Committee over the past 
year, 2006: On May 12", American Flags were placed along the street for the Support Our Troops road 
race. On Saturday morning, May 27th, members of the Committee, together with a group of Legionnaires 
from Post 91 and a team of Cub, Boy and Girl Scouts, plus Venturers,and their adult leaders, marked the 
graves of all the Veterans in all town cemeteries with American Flags, fulfilling the historical obligation of 
Decoration Day, the original precursor to Memorial Day. 

In the morning of May 29th, the Committee took part in the dedication of the Cp! Gordon Craig Memorial 
renaming of the Matfield River Bridge, on Bedford Street at the foot of Whitman Street, just south of 
Joppa Comer in Elmwood. 


At 11:00 a.m. on Monday, May 29th the Committee, in conjunction with the Commercial Club and 
American Legion Post 91 hosted the 138th Memorial Day commemoration; the 23rd held on our Town 
Common. We sadly noted the passing of thirty-seven military Veterans from among our town residents: 
twenty-one from World War ‘1five from the Korean war, six from the Vietnam war and five peacetime 
veterans, over the past year. Moving and respectful Exercises on the Common included music provided 
by the East Bridgewater High School Viking Band, the recitation of Lincoln's Gettysburg Address by 
Samuel Young and the haunting notes of "Taps: by buglers Christopher Simmons and Christopher Lupi, 
students at East Bridgewater High School. An American Legion honor guard rendered rifle salutes at each 
of the Veterans' Monuments down flag-lined Central Street, and the people then adjourned to the 
Commercial Club where, after a brief ceremony hosted by president William Hubert, Sr. at the Peter 
Moskos memorial pavilion, a fine family style chicken barbecue was heartily enjoyed by all of those in 
attendance. : 


On the evening of June 11th on the Town Common, the Committee coordinated a Flag Day observation 
ceremony conducted by American Legion Post 91 with Cub Scouts from Packs 28 and 29, Boy Scouts 
from Troops 29 and 32, and Venturers from Crew 29, assisted by volunteers from the Fire Department and 
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local musician Ted Haines. Included in the commemoration of Old Glory was the bugle call "To the 
Colors" and the appropriately solemn Ceremonial Disposal by fire of many old, tattered and worn 
American Flags that had been removed from the cemeteries and/or contributed by Town departments and 
patriotic local citizens, a number of whom were in attendance to witness the event. 


Once again for July 4th, the Committee decorated Town buildings and the Common bandstand with 
bunting and placed the roadside American Flags on the Central Street utility poles in celebration of the 
230'hanniversary of Independence Day, and the 183rd observance of East Bridgewater's Incorporation as 
a Town. 


On November 11th the Committee, together with American Legion Post 91, organized the 88th annual 
commemoration of Veterans Day. The traditional Tri- Town Veteran's Day Parade and Exercises were 
hosted this year in our town of East Bridgewater. The theme was “They Answered Our Nation's Call". On a 
warm, sunny day, our contingent of marching units, as well as our Selectmen, Fire and Police officers 
once again represented us proudly. The parade route began at the staging area at the former Shaw's 
warehouse off Laurel Street, turned northeast onto Spring Street, then continued east on Central Street to 
Town Hall. Jean Braddock served as parade judge for our town, and the Best Marching Unit trophy was 
won by the Viking Marching Band from East Bridgewater High School. The Best Theme trophy was won 
by Cub Pack 28. The exercises took place at the Common and bandstand, where the speakers were 
relatively brief and their words both heartfelt and evocative, and the services were appropriate. A 
welcome Collation of tasty victuals and refreshments was served by our Girl Scout troops and their 
leaders, under the direction of Roberta Resendes and Nancy Smith in the parish Function Hall of St. 
John's Church across from the town hall and the Common, immediately after the ceremonies. 


Again this year the Committee managed, on ns small budget and with a good amount of volunteer help 
and a few donations, to maintain the Town's Flags (at Rowena Hobart park, at the Town Hall, on the 
Common and at the old town cemetery), and Memorials, (the four dedicated Squares) refurbishing 
wreaths and making needed repairs to some of the veterans' monuments; restitching, repairing and 
eventually replacing all the Flags that were faded, damaged or destroyed by the effects of our somewhat 
warmer but more blustery and always unpredictable New England weather. - 


Our sincere thanks go to Superintendent of Schools Margaret Strojny, High School Principal Anthony 
Sarno, the High School Concert Band and Music department head John Fantucchio, and the EBHS 
Vikings Marching Band led by director William Solari. Also, thanks to town Veterans Services assistant 
Martha Redgate; members of the Tree Department, the Park Department, the Police Department and the 
Fire Department; the Selectmen, the Town Administrator and Karen Grabau; and all the other town 
officials, Department, and other Committees who worked with us. 


Thanks to C.N. Smith Farm, Southeastern Regional High School, John Brooks, the Service Organizations 
of East Bridgewater, and the Citizens of our Town, without whom we could not have achieved the 
successes of the past year. We look forward to working with and for all of you again throughout 2007, 
when the town of West Bridgewater will host the Tri-Town Veterans Day Parade, Exercises and Collation 
on Sunday, November 11th. 


We cannot let this opportunity pass without once again soliciting for a few good citizens to join with us in 
the important work of providing for patriotic observances and the maintenance of our patriotic 
monuments and memorial~ and our Veterans' graves in East Bridgewater during our 184th year. We 
welcome the additions of Wendy Smith and Patrick Duggan to our Committee and note that there are still 
a few vacancies on the Commrttee, and we would be happy to hear from any other resident citizens who 
may be interested in working with us. Your letter of interest, delivered to the Selectmen's Office, will be 
acted upon promptly and forwarded to us. Our Town needs your help and our cause deserves our best 
efforts. Thank you.

Projects and improvements at the Housing Authority this year were: 


On April 8, 2005 Joseph Dutcher was appointed to the state seat on the East Bridgewater Housing Authority’s - 
Board for a term of office which will expire July 15, 2009. 

Sandra Luddy-Ross was appointed at a joint meeting of the Board of Selectmen and members of the East 
Bridgewater Housing Authority on June 1, 2005 to fill a vacancy. 

Major renovations were made throughout 34/44 Prospect Street, including new flooring, cabinets and appliances. 
A gas powered generator was also installed. 

A new intercom system was installed at 100 Prospect Street. 

One boiler was replaced at 100 Prospect Street. 

A new handicap rail was installed at 100 Prospect Street. 

The laundry room at 100 Prospect Street was renovated. 

The hallways in 6 buildings at Riddell Road were painted and carpeted. 
Preliminary designs were submitted for renovations to six buildings at Riddell Road for SEY code changes. 
All sites are now recycling newspapers and paper. 

The State Auditor’s Office audited the Housing Authority for the period beginning July 1, 2003 to June 30, 2005. A 
verbal report gave the Authority acceptable approval with no obvious deficiencies. 

The new changes governing the Criminal Offender Record Information Regulations have been adopted and are 
being used by the Housing Authority. 


We would like to extend our heartfelt thanks to all town departments and employees for their support to the 
tenants and staff of the Housing Authority.

The past year has been one of many changes and great progress for the public schools. | am delighted to 
share the following highlights with you. 


Scott Hastings, School Committee Chair, stepped down in August due to personal reasons. Robert 
Condon was appointed by a joint vote of the School Committee and the Board of Selectman to fill his unexpired 
term. Allen Duarte retired from East Bridgewater after serving seven years as the principal of the Gordon Mitchell 
Middle School. The district hired principal Stanley Piltch to continue the leadership and positive movement of the 
middle school.

As a result of the external evaluation of the special education services done by educational consultant Mr. 
Charles O’Donnell, the district created two new substantially separate classrooms at the Gordon Mitchell Middle 
- School to expand our service delivery options to better meet the needs of our students. 


East Bridgewater High School received its accreditation from the New England Association of Schools 
and Colleges. The visiting team’s report issued several recommendations that are being addressed by the 
_ committee. A copy of this report can be found on the district web site at www.ebps.net- 


The Office for Educational Quality and Accountability finished its audit of the schools and issued a report 

_ praising district leadership and recommending additional work on the curriculum documents. Administration has — 
already instituted many of the changes and is near completion of the published curriculum. A copy of this repo 

can be found on the district website at www. ebps.r net. . 


September 2006 witnessed the opening of the modular classrooms at the Central School. The structure 
houses the two preschool classes and five kindergarten classes. It is the first time in over two decades that the 
_ early childhood program in East Bridgewater is housed together at Central School. In tandem with the © 
construction project the traffic pattern around the school was adjusted to correct safety concerns during the 
arrival and dismissal of students. The school system is grateful to the townspeople, department heads and the 
school committee for their support of this important project. 


Through a joint vote of the East Bridgewater School Committee and the Board of Selectman, the district 
filed two letters of interest with the Massachusetts School Building Authority to partner with them to address the 
facility concerns at the elementary and high schools. Projects selected for reimbursement will be notified in early 
January 2008. 
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The district is continuing its work on the Five Year Strategic Plan. In the area of technology the system 
implemented phase one of the infrastructure plan by reconfiguring the network to accommodate the increasing 
dependence on technology: Due to the generosity of the town, a warrant article to purchase the first phase of the 
technology plan was funded at the June Town Meeting and the hardware is operational in classrooms. The major 
accomplishment of the Communications Task Force was the publication of the first East Bridgewater Public 
Schools Annual Report which features up to date information on personnel, budget, professional development, 
educational technology, test results, student accomplishments, school councils and parent leadership.

It is with great privilege that | submit this report as Chairperson of the School Committee. 


It has been a very busy and productive year for the East Bridgewater School System. Our strategic plan 
which was published in June of 2005 is now in its second year. We continue to aggressively and 
comprehensively address and complete each goal targeted for the second year of the plan. We have also begun 
to address concerns expressed in both the NEASC (New England Association of Schools and Colleges) and EQA 
(Office of Educational Quality and Accountability) reports. 


Last spring, Jayne Curley, a School Committee member for the past 11 years, decided not to seek office 
and after the spring election, Nancy Smith and George McCabe were elected to three year terms. In our 
reorganization meeting, Scott Hastings was elected as Chairperson, Tom Hamilton as Vice Chairperson and 
Elizabeth Hayes as Secretary. In August, Scott Hastings resigned from the board citing personal reasons and | 
was reappointed as Chair. Elizabeth Hayes was also appointed as Budget Chairperson for FY06-07. In 
September, Robert Condon was appointed to the committee to fill the seat vacated by the resignation of Scott 
Hastings. 


Dr. Margaret Strojny continues in her tenure as Superintendent of Schools. Her continued dedication to 
the East Bridgewater School district is apparent in her desire to bring excellence and success to our children and 
the system, in its entirety. Her commitment to building a seamless K-12 system and preserving the quality of a 
public school education in difficult financial times have remained her primary focus and concern. Her 
enthusiasm and hard work are endless.

On Thursday, December 15" and Friday, December 16‘", students in grades 9 and 12 completed the online 
Safe School and Healthy Student Survey which was prepared by North River Collaborative and conducted 
in seven collaborative districts as part of a Federal Grant Application Process. 


Students were called to the new Writing Lab by administrative homerooms. Mr. Fairfield explained the 
purpose of the data collection to the students and Mrs. Tucker provided instructions for accessing the 
survey through the East Bridgewater Public Schools’ website. As students finished, they were given 
passes to return to classrooms. The survey took most students approximately ten minutes to complete. 
Students are to be commended for the responsible and cooperative manner in which they completed the 
anonymous Survey. 


The number of students completing the survey is as follows.

The difference between completed surveys and class enrollments was primarily due to absences.

A Parent Information Night was held on Tuesday, December 7, 2005 in the high school auditorium for the 
Class of 2010. All high school departments hosted the evening event. . 


Mr. Bill Smith took his Sociology class to the Bridgewater Correction Facility on Thursday, December 22, 
2005. Mrs. Ann Doherty, School Nurse, took the Future Nurses to the Sachem Skilled Nursing Facility to 
deliver holiday cards to the residents. Mrs. Pam Ross took her Sociology class to the Plymouth County 
House of Corrections in Plymouth on December 19, 2005. Mrs. Ross also took her Sociology class to 
Attleboro District Courthouse. 


Carrie Tucker, School Librarian, met with Patrick Cronin, head of the English department, on November 16 
and November 30 to develop plans for a library curriculum. She presented a set of skills students need 
directly upon entering EBHS and a set of skills students should have upon leaving EBHS. It was agreed 
to start by conducting orientation classes with the Freshman English classes (double block, 1% hours) 
beginning with spring semester (late January 2006). The orientation will include instruction and feature 
activities and assessment.

Due to her blonde 
hair and light skin she was sent into hiding while both her parents were sent to concentration camps. 
After the war she was miraculously reunited with her father and immigrated to the United States. Her 
message is a lesson that needs to be taught over and over again and she pointed out that ethnic hatred is 
a tragedy that has been repeated and continues to occur in too many parts of the world. Our young 
people need to be informed and reminded of the Holocaust and other acts of genocide so that as adults 
they can work to prevent it from happening again. She presented the school with a gift of the book Once 
Remembered by David Applefield, which is a fictionalized account of her story and that of her father. It 
has been given a place of honor in our school library. Mrs. Applefield’s presentation was made possible 
by a generous grant from the East Bridgewater Arts Council.

We had 3.student teachers working with us semester one. We have 2 students from Stonehill College 
working in our Math and Social Studies Departments and one student from Massachusetts College of Art 
working in our Art Department. These students have been in the building over the past few days and 
officially begin the week of September 48°

On September 21, 2006, the EBHS Student Senate with advisor Barbara Gillespie hosted the 12" annual 
“Welcome Freshman” dinner for the members of the Class of 2010. Pizza, salad and ice cream sundaes 
were offered to the newest members of the East Bridgewater High School family. Several new members of 
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the staff also were in attendance. A student from each club and school organization gave an overview of 
their mission and invited the freshmen to participate.

Retiring Staff: At the conclusion of this year three of our staff members will retire from East Bridgewater. 
Bill Metters (Assistant Principal), Carrie Silvia (Special Education) and Deb Beaucaire (8"" Grade English) 
will be leaving us to enjoy life after students. | want to thank them for their commitment to our students 
and dedication to East Bridgewater. 


STUDENT ACHIEVEMENT 


One of the core values is that “learning is the central purpose of school.” Student achievement is our 
focus. | am therefore thrilled to report that our MCAS test scores enabled us to attain “annual yearly 
progress” while our 7" grade English scores ranked in the top 20 of all schools in the state. We have 
spent a great deal of time analyzing our scores to determine how to improve our instruction and meet the 
individual needs of our students. 


Curriculum: By the end of this year, teachers will nearly complete the revisions of our curriculum 


documents. Much of the staff’s professional development time has been centered on this work. By the 
end of next year, standards-based assessments will be completed. A report card that provides parents 
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with feedback of how their child is meeting these standards will emerge from our work. We are also 
working between grades to improve skills development. 


Technology Integration: The upgrade in our technology has benefited student achievement in a variety of 
ways. We are extremely thankful to the town for recognizing this need. We look forward to the day when 
the entire technology plan becomes a reality as it will make an enormous difference for our students. 


Parents and staff are now able to reliably communicate via e-mail and voice-mail. 

Over 30 teachers are posting their homework on-line @ schoolnotes.com. 

Students can now work on assignments from anywhere in the building by accessing the network. 
Teachers and students can readily utilize the internet. 

Assistive technology can be used to improve the learning of many Sut with disabilities who 
otherwise wouldn’t be able to access the material. 


Special Education Programs: We implemented two special education programs this year. Each program is 
a self-contained classroom that responds to the needs of students who otherwise would be placed in a 
private placement. One of the classrooms is a “life skills” classroom where students learn the basic skills 
and knowledge to ultimately work independently in adulthood. The other classroom is a therapeutic 
classroom designed to help those students meet their emotional challenges. A strong foundation has 
been established in both programs and the children have thrived. ; 


After School Remediation: We have established homework centers and MCAS remediation classes at 
-each of the grade levels. Approximately 150 children have benefited from these programs. 


Math and Reading Specialists: Our staffing was reorganized this year so that our Title | services (grade 4- 
6) are being provided in small groups rather than through in-class support. We are assessing the 
progress of these students regularly. Our expectation is that by the end of 6" grade, if not earlier, all 
students will be in mainstream classes. 


Best Practices: Our School Council, Research Committee and Schedule Committee have spent a 
significant amount of time examining the best practices of high achieving middle schools. We have 
focused a great deal of attention on leveling, world language, schedules and time on learning. We will be 
publishing reports on our findings by the end of the year. 


SCHOOL CLIMATE 


In order for learning to be the central purpose of school we do a great deal to promote a climate that is 
conducive to learning. To this end we have adopted respect and responsibility as our other core values. 
The students truly embody these values in their day to day actions. Simply put: we have really nice kids!! 
There are a number of things that we have done to foster an environment that maximizes the potential of 
our students. 


Respect Committee: Our respect committee has done a number of things to emphasize respect. 

Respect Coupons—Students are given respect coupons based on actions they have taken. We expanded 
the program this year to include grades 7-8. 

Respect Newsletter—Each grade level is responsible for generating the Respect Newsletter each month. 
Random Acts of Kindness—Throughout February students filled out paper hearts based on their 
observations of classmates. Students were asked to “pay forward” their act of kindness. 

Respect Skits—Eighth graders will be performing skits for 4" graders which focus on how to be 
respectful to one another. 


Assemblies: We have had a number of assemblies this year which have focused on such things as anti- 
bullying, internet safety and musical presentation. Perhaps the highlight of the year’s assemblies was Rob 
Surette’s presentation of “Be Somebody.” Rob used a multimedia presentation to motivate our students 
to follow their passion. The portraits hanging in our lobbies are the result of Rob’s work and are a 
reminder to us of his message. We'd like to thank EBPIE for supporting this program. 


Beautification Committee: Our Beautification Committee has worked to visually enhance the climate of 
our school. The two entries of the school are beautifully decorated with incredible student work and the 
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paintings which Rob Surette created. Students have also worked with Mrs. Coehlo to paint murals 
throughout the school. DDD Landscaping volunteered its time to “spruce-up” the courtyard. In April we 
will have a Spring Clean-Up Day where we rake the school grounds and plant flowers. 


After School Activities: With the assistance of EBPIE we were able to offer a variety of after school 
activities. Basketball, art, knitting, “Great Books” and robotics are examples of the opportunities that 
were made available. Additionally, over 90 students/two casts will perform “Guys and Dolls” in March. 
Overall approximately 350 students will participate in our after school programs. 


Monthly School-Wide Activities: With the help of our PTO we have provided a monthly activity for our 
students to attend. In addition to the musical and dances, we have had a movie night, magic show and 
game show night. Between the after school programs and monthly activities we are hoping that students 
and families will see our school as a second home. 


Community Service: Throughout the year our students have been involved with fundraising for various 
charities. Student Council has been particularly active in volunteering for various causes. They have 
raised money for breast cancer research, PCC and EB families in need. Student Council has also helped 
in organizing our monthly activities and provided a holiday party for senior citizens in December. Officer 
Cunningham also worked with our community to promote an extensive food drive for local families in 
need. 


Playground: We are hoping to open a new playground in September of 2007. The Snelgrove Family is 
generously contributing $50,000 in equipment. Our Playground Committee will be designing and raising 


money to build the facility. “Torie’s Place Too” will be a wonderful asset for our students and the entire 
East Bridgewater community. :

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Report of the Principal of the Central School

It is with great pleasure that | submit the Annual Report for 2006 as Principal of the Central School. 
The enrollment, as of October 1, 2006, is listed by grade level: 


Preschool 69 Kindergarten 156 
Grade One 199 Grade Two 222 
Grade Three 172 TOTAL: 818 


The Central School mission statement “to work cooperatively with the home to provide a quality 
education for each student, including the development of effective communication, problem solving, and 
decision making skills, while promoting positive self-image and respect for ourselves and others” gives 
us direction. The East Bridgewater educational philosophy guides us in planning for over 800 children in 
preschool through grade three. 


Our Preschool and Kindergarten modular building grand opening ceremony was held on Tuesday, 
September 5, 2006. Department Heads throughout the town as well as members of the community 
showed up to view the new building and all of the site work that has been done to accommodate 
additional parking on site. The entire project was well received by all. | truly appreciate all the support 
and guidance central office administration and the town department heads provided over the last year for 
this project. The building accommodates two preschool classrooms and five kindergarten classrooms. 
This project also allowed us the opportunity to restore our gymnasium and music classroom. The new 
building project also gave us an opportunity to address some safety concerns with the buses entering 
and exiting Central Street while parents and children are entering and exiting the building. DPW Director, 
John Haines, Fire Chief, Ryon Pratt and Police Chief, John Cowan assisted in planning a roadway access 
in the back of the building for the modular building and for bus arrival and dismissal everyday. This has 
helped immensely to alleviate the amount of car and pedestrian traffic on Central Street every morning 
and afternoon. 


We take great pride in the education that our staff and faculty provide for our students and it’s with » 
pleasure that we added new faces to our teaching team. Ms. Sandra Telless was appointed as a .5 
Integrated Preschool Teacher in one of our afternoon preschool classrooms. Ms Telless is a graduate of 
Bridgewater State College with a Bachelor’s degree in Elementary Education. Mrs. Kristen Whalen was 
appointed to a second grade classroom teacher position due to a maternity leave. She has a Bachelor of 
Arts degree in Elementary Education. Mrs. Whalen has worked in our Title | program teaching reading 
and math groups and has also served as a long-term substitute. Mrs. Kimberly DiVito was appointed as a 
.5 Special Needs Teacher servicing students in kindergarten and first grade. Mrs. DiVito holds a 
Bachelor’s degree in Education from Framingham State College and a Master’s Degree in Special 
Education from Wheelock College. Mrs. DiVito has been working with students with special needs since 
1999. Mrs. Linda Pantano was hired as a special needs teacher for third grade due to a maternity leave. 
Mrs. Pantano has a Bachelor’s degree in special education and has also served as a tutor in the district. 
Mrs. Genevieve Donahue was appointed as a first grade teacher. Mrs. Donahue was the Director of an 
Early Childhood Program in Dedham prior to coming to East Bridgewater. She also has a degree in 
Elementary Education and is currently working on her Masters in Special Education. Miss Amy Edwards 
was also appointed to a first grade teaching position. Miss Edwards completed her student teaching at 
Central School and has worked at the school as a teaching assistant and long-term substitute prior to her 
appointment. Miss Edwards has a Bachelor’s degree in Elementary Education from Bridgewater State 
College. This year we instituted a job share position for two of our classroom teachers. Mrs. Erica 
Marder and Mrs. Lisa Mesheau have been sharing a third grade classroom teaching position. It has 
proven to be extremely successful by the teachers, parents and students. 


Miss Allison Craven was recommended for the Guidance Counselor position. Miss Craven has a 
Master’s degree from the University of Massachusetts at Boston in Mental Health Counseling and School 
Adjustment Counseling. Miss Craven services approximately 100 students a week in small groups and on 
an individual basis. This position was filled by Miss Craven due to the resignation of Mr. Timothy Doherty. 


The basic foundation for each child’s educational success in grades K-3 is established at the Central 
School. This year we have two Title | Reading teachers to work with our “at risk” students in reading and 
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writing. Mrs. Linda Kuehn and Ms. Mary McManus are both Reading Specialists with Master’s degrees in 
reading instruction. Mrs. Kuehn and Ms. McManus service students in grades K-3 in small groups on a 
daily basis. We also appointed Mrs. Heather Fowler-Wechter as a Title | Math teacher. Mrs. Fowler- 
Wechter is certified as a Math Specialist and holds a Master’s degree with a concentration in math 


instruction. By having Specialists to work with our “at risk” population we can concentrate on their areas 


of need and also decrease the number of students the classroom teachers are servicing for ELA and 
Math. We are continuing to administer the GRADE (Group Reading Assessment and Diagnostic 
Evaluation) to all students to assess reading skills that the students have learned and ones that need to 
be taught. Each grade level test has two parallel forms that are used in the fall and spring each year to 
follow progress and monitor growth. All grade levels have also created quarterly Math assessments to 
monitor progress students are making in the area of Math. As part of the Strategic Plan all Kindergarten 
teachers have been trained in Responsive Classroom, a program to promote social responsibility in 
children to enable them to make good choices during social situations. This was the first year that we 
instituted one full day integrated kindergarten classroom. The classroom consists of 7 students with 
special needs and 9 typically developing students. The program is partially funded by the tuition 
generated for the typically developing students to attend a full day program. 


This year an automation system for the circulation of books was installed in our school library. 
Under the direction of Mrs. Melanie Hayden, our librarian we have significantly increased our circulation 
through the SAILS Program. As well as having library once a week, the children receive special subject 
instruction on a weekly basis from Mrs. Katherine Douglas, Art Teacher, Mr. Michael McMahon, Physical 
Education Teacher, Mrs. Susan Layton, Music Teacher, and Mr. Erek Bratt, Computer Teacher. Due to the 
completion of the modular project physical education is now held in the center room and music has 
returned to a classroom. 


We have again seen positive community support and town department cooperation in many areas. 
Mrs. Tanya Allen is our Parent Volunteer Coordinator who organizes special events and parental 
involvement in our school. Mrs. Eileen Sears and Mrs. Jill Milton serve as our Room Parent Coordinators 
under the direction of the Central School PTO. The Central School PTO has been in existence for the past 
4 % years. The PTO has been responsible for hosting many events that bring families into the school 
(Santa’s Shop, Brockton Rox, Halloween Party, and a variety of guest speakers). The PTO also 
established a monthly newsletter, a cable show, and a website (www.ebcspto.org). The PTO works under 
the direction of the executive board members, Mrs. Nancy Smith, Mrs. Kim Bartlett, Mrs. Tina Anthony, 
Mrs. Cathy McGrath, and Mrs. Heather Peel. The Central School Council has been very active this year 
with Mrs. Jill Milton, Co-Chair. The Council develops our annual School Improvement Plan and is 
instrumental in assisting administration with input on budget and policy recommendations. The council 
members are Mrs. Bonnie Cruz, Mrs. Christine Delorenzo, Miss Kimberly Volner, Mrs. Robin Foley, Mrs. 
Dawne Wolfe, Mrs. Deanne Lynch, and Mr. John Haines. 


This is a very large school which is cleaned and maintained by the Head Custodian, Mr. Larry 
Witnauer, and his two assistants, Mr. Donald Alger and Mr. James Robak. They have a great deal of pride 
in the building, which is obvious from the appearance of the school. In the cafeteria, Mrs. Joanne 
Kahaiyan, our manager and her staff, Mrs. Christine Frost, Mrs. Beata Boucher, and Mrs. Alice Fortier 
prepare several hundred meals daily. The very competent school secretaries, Mrs. McStowe, Mrs. Asci 
and Mrs. Morey are always extremely helpful and friendly to the staff, parents, and students. The school 
runs efficiently and effectively due to their knowledge and dedication behind the scenes. 


| would like to express my sincere appreciation for the dedication and commitment of the 
Assistant Principal, Mrs. Danielle Klingaman. She is responsible for many different tasks including 
student discipline, schedules, special education evaluations, and substitute teachers. .Mrs. Klingaman is 
a dedicated, intelligent and very conscientious administrator. 


The central office personnel with yourself, Mrs. Susan Cote, Assistant Superintendent, Mr. Ralph 
Dumas, Business Administrator, Mrs. Maureen Tucker, Technology Director and Mrs. Nancy Miller, Pupil 
Personnel Director, are always committed to helping us perform our daily responsibilities. The School 
Committee with Chairperson, Mrs. Lisa Forbes work many hours to ensure an excellent school system for 
the citizens of East Bridgewater. 
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In closing, | have truly enjoyed my third year as the building Principal. | am excited about the 
changes that have occurred and look forward to many rewarding years in the district.

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Report of the Athletic Director

_ As 2006 began, East Bridgewater High School was accepted into the South Shore League. To close out its 
participation in the Patriot League, however, the boys basketball team struggled to a 4-16 record. Even 
though the girls basketball team won only six games this was a good season since the team had gone 
two years without a victory. 


The boys indoor track team lost only two meets.all season and qualified a number of athletes for 
participation in the State Meet. The girls indoor track team performing well in duel meets and also 
qualified athletes for the State Meet. 


The basketball cheerleaders won the South Sectional Championship at Taunton High School for 
the 5"" time in a row. The girls then went on to win a second straight State Meet. Finally as if not enough, 
the girls won the New England Championships -the first ever one by an East Bridgewater athletic team. 
Coach Christie Larkin was again quite proud of the accomplishments. 


In the spring, the baseball team was the story. For the first time in school history, the team started the 
season with ten straight wins. The team did not stop there. They went on to earn a bye in the State 
Tournament drawing South Shore League power Harwich High School in its first contest. The Vikings got 
out to a 5-0 lead, but could not hang on. The season was still unforgettable. 


The softball team qualified for the State Tournament after a successful regular season. The team however 
lost in the first round of the State Tournament as well. 


The boys track team continued its winning ways in 2006 losing its only divisional meet to league 
champion Hanover High School. A number of underclassmen qualified for the State Meet so the future 
looks great. 


The girls track team and tennis team both kept pace with a rebuilding cause that should have 
them ready for the start of new rivalries in the South Shore League. 


After a busy summer for the student-athletes, September brought with it high expectations for 
another fall season at East Bridgewater High School. The school’s return to the South Shore League in 
athletics was met with great excitement as proven by the high number of students who participated on 
teams this past fall. 


The girls cheerleading team was undefeated during the regular season competing in three invitational 
meets and two state sanctioned tournaments. They are South Shore League and South Sectional Regional 
Champions. 


The boys soccer team’s record was 14-2-2 and the JV team finished undefeated at 11-0-1. The 
team clinched a tourney berth on Tuesday October 10" the first time in four years. The team then went on 
to win the South Shore League title and bring home the first boys soccer banner in school history. ' 


The boys cross country team ended the season 8-1 and won the South Shore League 
championship. They have continued to perform well in the post season with a second place finish (out of 
16 teams) at the Hockomock Invitational in Wrentham. Five members of the team were voted on the All- 
_ League team. 


The girls cross country team finished out the season on a positive note. All girls ran well on the 
challenging Franklin Park course. The team’s season record was 4-5 (3-3 in the SS League). The entire 
team is looking forward to improving that next year. 


The varsity football team improved its record to 2-7-1 with an exciting win over Weston on Friday, 
November 10". The game came down fo the wire as the Vikings were able to hold on and win 39-37. On 
Thanksgiving Day the team gave an outstanding effort in a driving rain against a tough Bridgewater- 
Raynham team. 
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The field hockey team went 13-4-1 overall and 10-1-1 winning the South Shore League. Team 
captain Jess Roberts represented EBHS in the Best of 60 State All-Star Game November 19" at Bentley 
College.

The program was well received by all in attendance, and focused on presenting 
classical musical to a third and fourth grade audience with consideration of the National Standards for 
Music Education.

Susan Layton, Central School music teacher, led the entire third grade in a vocal concert held in the high 
school auditorium on Tuesday morning, April 11, 2006 and Wednesday morning, April 12, 2006. The 
concert was attended by grades one and two, as well as family members of all the performers. This wasa 
wonderful opportunity for the performers and the audience alike. Congratulations to Mrs. Layton for this 
most ambitious undertaking. 
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Late spring 2006 was a very busy time for all performance groups. All ensembles from grade three 
through grade twelve had a very busy and fulfilling spring concert season. This year the annual Pops 
Concert weekend “Spring Musical Extravaganza’ was held in the middle school auditorium on Friday 
evening, May 12", and Saturday evening, May 13". The programs featured the musical talents of all 
students involved in the music program from both the middle school and the high school. This event is 
one of the Music Parents Associations biggest fundraisers of the year. The concerts were again a huge 
success. 


On Wednesday evening, May 17, 2006 several graduating seniors featured their musical talents in the 
annual spring senior recital. The recital was followed by a reception hosted by the East Bridgewater 
Music Parents Association. The high school concert band performed at the Memorial Day Ceremony on 
the East Bridgewater Common on Monday, May 29, 2006. The high school chorus performed at the senior 
awards night on May 31%. 


The month of June was equally as busy for the music department. The grade seven and eight middle 
school band and chorus performed at the Great East Music Festival on Friday, June 2nd. Both groups 
received silver medals for their efforts. After their performances, everyone enjoyed a fun-filled afternoon 
and evening at Canobie Lake Park. The high school chorus and concert band performed at high school 
graduation on Sunday, June 4". The grade four, five, and six spring concert was held on Tuesday 
evening, June 6'". The undergraduate recital featured twenty-one performances by freshmen, 
sophomores, and juniors from the high school music program. The final performance of the year was the 
grade seven and eight concert band, jazz band and chorus performing in their annual spring concert on 
June 14°. . 


In September, the music department was ready to go. Marching band, under the direction of Mr. William 
Solari, held band camp the third week of August, and had its first official performance Labor Day 
weekend. The band marched in the town of Scituate’s annual Labor Day Parade. This really was a great 
season for the marching band. The group went undefeated all year in competition, culminating the 
season with a gold medal performance at NESBA finals in November, again winning the New England 
Scholastic Band Association Championship in their division for the eleventh time in the last twelve years. 
The theme for this year’s show was music from the movie, HOOK. Congratulations to Mr. Solari, his 
marching band staff, the East Bridgewater Music Parents Association, and every student involved in the 
marching band program. 


The fall season presented many new challenges for the music department including planning outdoor 
rehearsals and performances around the (EEE) Eastern Equine Encephalitis outdoor activities 
restrictions. Most high school varsity football games were moved from Friday evening to Saturday 
afternoon. All sixty (60) of our high school band members performed at football games this year. It was a 
highly successful season musically. 


The annual East Bridgewater N.E.S.B.A. Marching Band Home Show had to be moved to Weymouth High 
School due to the EEE ban. We are most thankful to the Town of Weymouth, and the Weymouth Public 
Schools for allowing us to use their beautiful new facilities. The show was a complete success for the 
East Bridgewater Music Parents Association and the music department. The show featured twenty-one of 
the finest marching bands in New England, translating to over one thousand, six hundred performers! 


At the completion of a very busy and successful marching band season, it was time to begin other extra- 
curricular music activities. Both the A Cappella Choir and Rhythmix Jazz Ensemble had been rehearsing 
since early fall under the direction of Mrs. Donna Eichorn. The middle school and high school jazz bands, 
under the direction of Mr. Raymond Ponte both began their rehearsal schedules later this fall. All 
ensembles are planning to perform in the upcoming holiday concerts. 


We are very fortunate this year to be starting a new competitive winter ensemble. Under the direction of 
Mr. David Roy, marching band percussion instructor, the music department will feature a competitive 
winter percussion ensemble. The group started rehearsing in early December, and will begin their 
competitive N.E.S.B.A. performance schedule in mid February. 


The month of December was again a very busy time musically. All ensembles had opportunities to 
perform in traditional winter concert settings. The marching band performed in the Christmas on the 
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Common parade. All of our middle school ensembles did outstanding work in their winter concerts. For 
the first time in many years, Mrs. Layton was able to have a winter holiday concert at the Central School. 
The performances were during the day on December 12" and 13" and featured the entire second grade. 
The middle school grade seven and eight winter holiday concert was held on Thursday evening, 
December, 14". The high school concert band and concert choir performed a holiday concert for the 
entire Central School, grades one through three, on Wednesday morning, December 20, 2006. This was a 
wonderful opportunity for the high school musicians to present themselves as entertainers, and the 
students of the Central School were an outstanding audience to perform for. The high school ensembles 
performed again that evening in their annual winter concert held in the high school auditorium featuring 
all high school performance groups. The grade four, five, and six in-school holiday assembly programs 
were held on Thursday, December 21st.

Report of the Director of Pupil Personnel Services 


| am pleased to submit to you this report on the delivery of special services to East Bridgewater 
students. During the 2005-06 school year, approximately 320 students were served through various 
special education programs. Of this number, approximately 89% were served within our own classrooms 
and programs while the remainder were tuitioned outside to various special programs. 


During the 2005-06 school year there was a continued focus on delivery of services within the 
regular education classroom whenever possible. This emphasis applied both to the special education 
services and to the remedial education services that took place through the Title | program. Students 
have access to a broader range of knowledge and feel better accepted socially when they remain within 
the regular education setting rather than being pulled out for special or remedial services. We were 
pleased this year to be able to continue mathematics remediation as well as the reading remediation that 
is the focus of the Title 1 program. Selected students in grades one through 6 received reading/language 
arts remediation and selected students in grades 3 through 6 were given help in the area of mathematics. 


At the Central School, we continued to have a fully integrated special services delivery model. In 
this model the students remain in their regular classrooms while receiving help from the special needs 
staff. This model has been very successful in helping students to retain their self-esteem while coping 
with learning problems. The fact that it works so well is a credit to the regular and special education 
teachers involved and to the many aides who help carry out the program. For the first time, the Central 
School offered its first full day kindergarten program. One kindergarten class was designated as “all 
day”, and was designed for both model and special needs students. School staff and parents have 
reported satisfaction with this pilot program. 


The preschool program is also an integrated program. At the preschool level this means that non- 
disabled students are recruited from the preschool population of the town. These children then serve as 
models and peers for the special education preschool aged children. As a result, all of the children learn 
that everyone is valued in spite of their differences. We are very pleased that our preschool program 
meets the requirements of, and is certified by, the prestigious National Association for the Education of 
Young Children (NAEYC). ‘por 


At the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School, special services were again provided through a 
combination of inclusion and pull-out programs based on the strengths and needs of the students. It is 
gratifying that East Bridgewater was again able to serve as a host to programs from each of the two 
educational collaboratives of which we are members. The Middle School housed a class for multiply 
handicapped students run by the North River Collaborative and a class for students with emotional or 
behavioral problems run by the Reads Collaborative. The staff of the Middle School was extraordinary in 
making each of these programs accepted and welcomed into the building.

The High School continued to provide resource help to students with special needs through 
individualized instruction and academic support. At the high school level, almost all special education 
students receive their primary academic instruction in a regular class setting. They may then also receive 
reinforcement and clarification of what they have learned in the Resource Room which was staffed by two 
special education teachers and three paraprofessionals. Additionally, specific, subject based co-teaching 
teams (one regular education teacher and one special education teacher) were created and were very 
successful bringing an even greater level of support several standard level classes. Both regular 
education and special education teachers report that students performed better as a result of this method. 


At all of the schools, special education instruction is supplemented with speech therapy, physical 
therapy, occupational therapy, adaptive physical education services or counseling where necessary. 
During the 2005-2006 school year we were also fortunate to be included in a grant from the North River 
Collaborative which provided the East Bridgewater Public Schools with a social worker who provided 
services to certain students, parents and teachers in grades K through 4. This grant is expected to 
continue for one more year. 


Following a very successful summer school program in summer, 2005, the East Bridgewater 
Public Schools offered summer school programming for grades Pre-K through 5 for four weeks in July, 
2006. The program included not only special needs students, but was also children in the Title 1 program 
and children at risk for doing poorly on the MCAS. 


In summary, the 2005-06 school year was a positive and productive one in the area of pupil 


personnel services. The staff, which included a number of new faces, continues to be commendable in 
their energy and their dedication to meeting the needs of all of the students of East Bridgewater.

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Report of the Director of Information Services and Instructional Technology 


Dear Dr. Strojny, 


The East Bridgewater Public Schools made significant progress in the area of technology in 2006. Aging 
technology and an often failing network prompted the school department to commission an outside technical 
consulting firm to conduct a complete analysis of its technology infrastructure in the spring of 2005. As a result 
of this evaluation, a recommendation was submitted to upgrade the network in all three schools in order to create 
a single district domain, centralize email, and replace outdated equipment to improve reliability and 
communication capabilities. 


The district further recognized the need to improve technology capabilities for administrative and 
educational purposes and created the position of Director of Information Services and Instructional Technology 
for the system. Maureen Tucker was hired to fill this position beginning in the 05-06 school year. The Director 
convened a Technology Task Force to develop a five year plan to upgrade technology in classrooms and 
administrative offices. In addition to the network analysis, the district conducted technology needs assessments 
of students, staff and community members. Guided by this data, and state technology plan standards, the Task 
Force developed the Five-Year Infrastructure Improvement Plan which detailed proposed expenditures over the 
five years. 


In June of 2006, Warrant Article 18 was approved at town meeting and the district was authorized to 
expend $365,750 for the project. HUB Technical Services, the Town’s contracted technology service company, 
was authorized to complete the work. Funding was used to upgrade the network, servers, firewall, e-mail, backup 
systems and computers and printers at teacher workstations. Computers in two student labs were upgraded and 
a mobile laptop lab for the high school was purchased. As a direct result of the upgrade, we were able to make 
other improvements to our information, communication, and instructional programs. Technology professional 
development opportunities were offered to teachers through in-service or after school workshops and courses. 


Technical support for all town departments is provided by HUB Technical Services. HUB has one 
technician on site at the high school. Service requests for all town offices are submitted through a telephone 
dispatcher and addressed in order of the request except in the case of an emergency. | 


In 2006 the East Bridgewater Public Schools made additional improvements to communication systems. 
The school district’s web site was redesigned in order to more effectively disseminate up-to date information to 
the entire school community. District documents, such as the Five Year Strategic Plan, Technology Plan, 
Professional Development Plan, School Committee meeting agendas and minutes are posted. The website 
continues to undergo changes to improve communication with all constituents. The district also initiated the use. 
of Connect-ED, a school-to-parent communication system that enables the Superintendent to send weather 
related school cancellation messages and emergency announcements via an automated telephone dialing 
system. Improvements to the middle school telephone system added voice mail for all middle school staff 
members. 


The Technology Task Force, which is comprised of dedicated school and community individuals, meets 
monthly to monitor and evaluate the implementation of the Five-Year Infrastructure Improvement Plan and will 
continue to do so as the district awaits approval for Year Il of the Improvement Plan.
